Chicago is Derby mad, and ench a mighty 
thrcEg ie preparicg to go down to Washington 
Park Saturday that it ie qnite on the carde that 
even the enormcue attendance of World’s Fair 
year may be eclipeed. Yesterday morning 
enough people went to the track to view the 
trials cf the Derby candidates to constitute a 
^od attendance at other race tracks, and they 
were rewarded by the privilege of viewing some 
highly satisfactory work, Eonnibert, His Emi- 
nence, Eeau Gallant, Alfonso, Sadie 8., Ter- 
minus and Sannazaro all going the full route, 
while others galloped shorter distances. The 
principal features of interest were these: ; 

Bcnnibert, gnioed by Enllman and carrying 
126 pounds, went the mile end a half in 2 :35?s, 
the fractions being as follows: Eighth, 12% 
seconds; quarter. 2i%; three-eighths, 364s; half, 
five-eighths, 1:02; three quarters, 1:15; 
seven-eighths, 1:28; mile, 1:42; mile and an 
eighth, l:55?b; mile and a quarter, 2:09; mile | 
and three-eighths, 2 :22fe; mileand ahalf,2:35?s. I 
Bonnibert worked alone and was not urged out | 
and bis trial was done in a way that was emi- j 
nently satisfactory. Bis first mile was not so 
fast as that cf His Eminence, but his last half 
was faster. 

Eis Eminence did the fastest trial of tbe day, 
the fractions being as follows: 12,24,37,48, 1:01, 
1:13^, 1:27^, 1 :4C?t. 1:549c, 2:C8, 2:219c, 2:35. 
Odcm rode him and he carried 122 pounds. I 
His performance was impressive and almost too ; 
fast to be beneficial to the colt. Beauty Book 
ran with him through the last seven furlongs. 

Terminus was given the first trial of the 
^orning, being brought out at 8 o’clock with a 
stable bey in the saddle. He covered the full 
route, his fractional time being as follows : 13, 
26. 39, 51, 1:04, 1:18^, l:32t^, 1:45, 1:59, 

2:261-c- 2:39^. The trial was said to be satisfac- 
tory to his stable connections, he not being a 
willing work horse and showing best in his 
races. 

Bannazaro, ridden by a stable boy, covered 
the route in 2:38. The colt Basselas, ridden by 
J. Boland, traveled with him through the last 
half. The fractions were 13^, 27 , 40J4s, .52^, 1 :07, 

1 :20, 1 :33, 1 :46, 1 :59, 2:12, 2:25^, 2:38. His work 
did not impress onlookers greatly, but he 
showed in tbe 6t. Louis Derby that he can go 
tbe route much faster. ^ hen Basselas joined 
him be ran perceptibly faster. 

Beau Gallant, with 140 pounds of stable boy 
np, did a good mile and a half, bis fractions 
being reeled off as follows: One-eighth, 129n; 
one-quarter, 251^^; three-eighths, 37^^; half, 
489i; five-eighths, 1 :01}^; three-quarters, 1 :1414; 
seven-eighths, 1:2798: mile, 1:4198; mile and a 
quarter, 2dj9; mile and a half, 2:36. It was a 
good workont,|but the Washington Park rail 
birds are not seriously considering Beau Gal- 
lant. They say he is a good horse in front, but 
a weak one behind. Handsome is as handsome 
does, however, and tbe only victor over Com- 
mando may surprise bis detractors. 

Alfonso, with H. Shields and about 125 pounds 
np, covered tbe Derby distance in 2:3998, his 
fractions being: Quarter, 2598 seconds; half, 
4998: three-quarters, 1:1598: mile, 1:4398: mile 
and a gnarter, 2 :1198 ; mile and a half, 2 :3998. Be 
is said to be a great mud horse. 

Sadie 8. covered the mile and a half in 2:40 
and went on to a mUe and five-eighths in 2:56, 
Balking and protesting at all stages. Her own- 
ers say she will not work alone and will only 
pat forth her best efforts when nnder the excite- 
ment of actual racing. 

Silverdala did six furlongs in 1 :17 and was 
Bubeaquently sent a mile and a quarter in 2 :1298, 
pulling up sound and good. 

The moet eenBatitwal recent trial in connec- 



tion with the Derby was that of The Parader at 
Sheepshead Bay Wednesday. The reported 
features were the mile in 1 :411 and tbe full dis- 
tance in 2:334. This is a startling performance. 
He left for Chicago yesterday aad will arrive at 
Washington Park this evening. Jockey Joe 
Piggott comes along to ride him. 

Jockey N. Turner, fresh from England, has 
been engaged to ride Bonnibert. This lets Bull- 
man out so far as Bonnibert is concerned and 
he has, it is reported, been engaged to ride 8il- 
verdale. Mr. Schorr was negotiating for the 
services of T. Burns, but took Bnllman when ho 
found he had tbe chance. It l.s eaid that L. 
Smith has been engaged to ride Sadie S., but it 
ie doubtful if he is eligible to ride here. 
Mitchell is coming on to ride Alfonso. Charley 
Littlefield ie reported to have changed his mind 
about coming out with Water Color and Sweet 
Lavender. 

B. Bradley, with Bohert Waddell, Bocey Boy 
and a full sister to tbe former, arrived at the 
track yesterday, and the doughty son of Aloha 
will go to the post if he does not break a leg 
betwixt now and Saturday. Sam Hildreth’s 
big stable also arrived yesterday. 

Lady Schorr was given a work-out at Harlem 
yesterday ard pulled up slightly lame, but 
Trainer Walker eaid she scon walked out of it 
aud apprehends no serious consequences.

GOSSIP OF THE TFRP. 

Horses are peculiar pieces of property. This 
is demonstrated particularly in the case of 
Water Color, the grand black horse trained by 
Charles Littlefield. Jr. Water Color was either 
injured or taken sick when a youngster during 
his trip from California to New York. He was 
so poorly oS that he was not even led into the 
ring for sale, but passed over to Littlefield to 
do the best that he could with him. It was be- 
lieved that he would pass up to horse heaven at 
a very early stage. To the Now Jersey farmer 
went Water Color, and, instead of dying, began 
to improve under Littlefield’s care. It is an old 
story how he was introduced as a two-year-old, 
winning race after race, and voted the hand- 
somest and most gentlemanly youngster of the 
year. Practically a gift horse, for Mackay did 
nut want to ship him back to California, he is 
now valued at several thousand dollars. Eliza- 
beth M. is another with a like history, and 
there have been many others. These cases 
demonstrate plainly that it is not always the 
highest priced horse that turns out the best, 
but that the element of luck enters very largely 
into the argument. Water Color’s history 
brings to mind that all of Littlefield’s string 
are to be placed under the hammer next week, 
and among them the celebrated black that was 
so sick as a yearling that no one wanted him.— 
Exchange. 

A peculiar misunderstanding took place be- 
tween John Coleman, the bookmaker, and Ed- 
die Qrauey in the last race in California re- 
cently. Qraney went up to Coleman’s block to 
bet him $-'>0 on Jim McCleevy, in which horse 
Eddie is interested. When the race was run it 
was found that the bet had been recorded on 
the sheet $50 on Rio Chico. After Qraney bet 
him on Rio Chico Coleman concluded McCleevy 
would not be at his best and took in all the Me 
Cleevy money in sight. The result was that he 
lost $800 on McCleevy that he otherwise would 
not have lost, so it was a case of kick all around.
